“The goal of the English Depart- 
ment for the 1978-79 session,’’ Mr. 
Tim McLaughlin revealed, ‘‘was to 
develop a small departmental re- 
source library and to compile a read- 
ing list of famous plays and literature 
that would help students toward 
their college education prepara- 
ton: 

As head of the English depart- 
ment, Mr. McLaughlin not only made 
suggestions for curriculum but also 
taught American Literature to Ju- 
niors and an Honors English class for 
11th and 12th graders.
